"6.2  percent  across  the  board!"  Chancellor  Hawkins  exclaimed  at  the  proration  rally  held  on  the  state 
capitol's  front  steps.

College  students  and  faculty  members  from  all  over  the  state  of  Alabama  met  on  the  State  House 
steps  in  March.  A  reported  2,000  people  turned  out  to  show  their  support  for  higher  education.  All  Troy 
State  students  were  excused  from  class  if  they  went  out  to  the  rally.  An  added  bonus  was  a  free  lunch 
offered  to  everyone  who  attended.  The  purpose  of  the  rally  was  to  demonstrate  in  the  capitol  just  how 
important  Higher  Education  really  is.  We  do  not  deserve  to  take  on  the  whole  burden  of  proration.  Repeat- 
edly the  chant  of  "What  do  we  want?   Equal  cuts!  When  do  we  want  it?   Now!"  echoed  through  the  crowd. 
The  possibility  of  a  40%  increase  in  tuition  is  devastating  to  many  college  students  and  compelled  them  to 
make  a  stand  for  what  they  believe  in.

On  Nov.  1  6,  2000,  the  students  of  Troy  State  let  their  voices  be  heard  when  they  attended  the  Ala- 
bama Constitution  Changes  Rally.   The  rally  was  a  part  of  the  Leadership  Program  and  was  funded  by  a  grant. 
Leigh  Quinney,  Tanesha  Louis,  and  Amy  Phillips-Redcliff  wrote  the  proposal  for  the  rally  because  they  believed 
there  was  a  need  to  inform  students  that  the  Alabama  Constitution  was  the  foundation  of  problems  in  our 
state.  A  large  number  of  people  came  out  to  support  changing  the  constitution;  over  350  students  signed  the 
petition  to  amend  the  Alabama  Constitution.   One  creative  way  of  bringing  more  students  out  to  the  rally  was 
by  offering  a  free  sack  lunch  in  exchange  for  their  signature  on  the  petition. 

Amy  Phillips-Redcliff  stated,  "I  think  we  accomplished  what  we  set  out  for,  and  that  was  to  get  students 
motivated  towards  making  a  change."

Many  of  these  stu- 
dents exercised  that  right  by  voting  in  the  Student  Government  elections.  With  higher  education  on  the  minds 
of  many  students  and  the  platform  for  many  candidates,  the  election  race  became  a  close  one.  Meryl  Jones, 
Katy  Peel  and  Bart  Boothe  ran  for  SGA  president.  The  number  of  votes  for  Jones  and  Peel  were  so  close  that 
a  runoff  election  had  to  be  scheduled.  After  the  votes  from  the  runoff  election  were  counted,  Jones  was  the 
new  SGA  president. 

The  office  of  president  was  not  the  only  position  that  was  open.  Jonathan  McKenzie  and  Tracey  Cobb 
both  ran  for  vice  president  of  legislative  affairs,  and  McKenzie  won. 

There  were  other  people  running  for  election,  but  they  were  unopposed.  Hilary  West  became  the  SGA 
clerk.  The  secretary  position  was  taken  by  Jessica  Lewis.  Ryan  Huckaby  was  elected  as  the  vice  president  of 
campus  activities. 

Although  voter  turnout  numbers  were  low,  this  election  race  was  one  of  the  best  run  at  Troy  State.

The  2000-01  year  at  Troy  State  University  saw  a  continuation  of  the  program  that  has  marked  the 
campus  over  the  past  decade.  The  year  will  also  be  remembered  as  a  time  when  the  entire  TSU  commu- 
nity joined  in  common  cause  to  strive  for  permanent  reform  for  higher  education. 

Students,  alumni,  friends,  faculty  and  staff  united  to  protest  further  attempts  to  cut  higher 
education's  already  limited  state  funding.   While  the  circumstances  that  brought  about  the  need  for  the 
response  were  disheartening,  the  reaction  by  our  Troy  State  University  family  was  uplifting.   Specifically, 
the  leaders  in  our  student  body  proved  they  are  qualified  to  lead  the  pursuit  of  excellence  in  Alabama  for 
decades  to  come. 

The  2000-01  year  also  saw  new  athletic  facility  construction  in  the  form  of  a  new  softball  field  and 
new  tennis  courts.   This  project  is  designed  not  only  to  enhance  our  growing  women's  intercollegiate 
athletics  program,  but  also  to  provide  first-rate  facilities  for  our  students  and  members  of  the  entire 
community  to  enjoy.  The  year  also  marked  TSU's  farewell  season  in  Division  l-AA  football,  coupled  with 
the  realization  that  the  Trojans  will  now  compete  on  a  national  stage  in  NCAA's  Division  l-A. 

Other  significant  changes  were  not  as  noticeable,  but  were  nonetheless  important.   New  courses  and 
disciplines  were  developed,  as  TSU  continues  its  role  as  an  academic  innovator.  Also  transparent  to  most 
students  was  the  development  of  a  five-year  strategic  plan  that  will  chart  TSU's  continued  path  of 
growth.   This  new  plan  will  ensure  that  furture  generations  of  Trojans  will  continue  to  love  their  university, 
because  this  new  plan  will  make  the  needs  of  our  students  our  first  priority.
